Ah, why didn’t we think of using 
economics as leverage for social 
reforms like they did in Europe. 
Take a conference held in Hungary 
last week. The topic was how to deal 
with the problem of Romas, the gyp- 
sies of Eastem Europe. Hungary has 
an estimated 450,000 Roma in a pop- 
ulation of 10 million and, of them, 40 
per cent live below the poverty line. 
Tackling Roma poverty is one of the 
major issues keeping Eastern 
European nations out of the 
European Union: EU candidate 
countries are expected not just to 
meet economic criteria but, before 
they can even dream of taking part 
in the trade and currency agreement, 
must also achieve a standard of 
human rights, democracy and civil 
liberties. Turkey, for instance, can’t 
join until it gives autonomy to the 
Kurds in that country, but it has 
taken the major step of abolishing 
the death penalty—credit its EU 
application campaign. 

Compare all that to our situation 
on this continent, where we, the 
United States and Mexico participate 
ina little thing called the North 
American Free Trade Agreement. 
Only problem here is, when NAFTA 
was conceived, no social criteria 
were applied. Mexico wasn’t forced 
to do anything about the 40 per cent 
of its citizens living below the pover- 
ty line. The US didn’t have to hasten 
the last few states, still clinging to 
medieval death sentencing practices, 
into 21st century. And-here’s the 
kicker-when the powers that be talk 
about moving toward a common 
North America currency, theyre not 
talking about something cool and 
unifying like “The Noro.” Nope, 
we'll inevitably end up with 
American greenbacks replete with 
the mocking faces of all the presi- 
dents who've screwed us. So con- 
grats, Europe, for making your eco- 
nomic union something nations 
would want to aspire to. Over here, 
we'll just aspire to some miracle that 
will get us out of ours.

When the Alberta government finds 
itself short on cash, it often seems to 
turn to those with the least cash to 
throw around.

Tax haven Alberta appeals 
to rich out-of-provincers 


FORGET THE CAYMAN ISLANDS! 
Top income bracket Canadians 
wanting to escape high tax rates are 
vacationing their money in Alberta. 

The Alberta Trust is not a new 
concept, but recently a few impor- 
tant factors have fallen into place 
and facilitated the practice. New 
trust laws and a dip in Alberta’s top 
personal tax rates to 39 per cent 
make this province the ripest spot in 
the country for members of the 
$100K-club to stash their cash. 

It works like this: Normally you 
would have to become a resident of 
a province to pay its tax rate, but 
trusts let out-of-provincers name an 
Albertan “trustee” (lawyer, accoun- 
tant, friend or business associate) to 
manage the money. Then the trust 
itself becomes resident. 

Aside from the obvious benefits, 
the Alberta option holds even more 
seduction for taxpayers from other 
provinces. When the beneficiary 
dies, probate fees (the sum paid to 
lawyers for the inventory and distri- 
bution of the deceased’s wealth) are 
avoided. As well, capital gains taxes 
(the tax on the money you earn off 
the trust) are much less.

The “war on abortion” 
started Bush’s first day in office with 
the re-implementation of a Reagan 
policy known as the “gag rule.”

‘Safer ciggies? 


New products make bold claims 


THE MAJOR TOXINS IN CIGARETTES, 
perhaps surprisingly, don’t come 
from the chemicals that manufactur- 
ers add. “The carcinogens mostly 
come from the burning of tobacco,” 
says Kenneth Wamer, director, 
University of Michigan Tobacco 
Research Network. Just burning 
tobacco also produces carbon monox- 
ide, a big contributor to heart disease. 
So, tobacco companies are turing 
to science to make cigarettes safer. 
Through chemistry, mechanics, and 
genetic engineering, companies are 
producing cigarettes that they claim 
reduce secondhand smoke, and have 
fewer carcinogens and less nicotine. 
One such product, Eclipse, heats 
tobacco rather than burning it. Inside 
a cigarette-like tube, heated glycerin 
and tobacco produce vaporized nico- 
tine. The process produces less tar but 
more carbon monoxide, says Warmer. 
With another product, Accord, users 
insert special cigarettes into a small 
electronic device. The unit’s micro- 
processor ignites the cigarette when 
the smoker puffs, and it also sucks up 
secondhand smoke. Warner wonders 
about its future success. “You have to 
be pretty desperate to go around 
smoking a pager,” he speculates. 
Two other brands, Advance and 
Omni, claim to have removed major 
carcinogens. Omni, for example, uses 
a chemical process. “The tobacco is 
sprayed with palladium, which is a 
catalyst,” says Tony Albino, Vector 
Tobacco’s public health director. “It’s 
not dissimilar in function from how a 
catalytic converter works. Palladium 
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prevents the formation of a lot of car- 
cinogens in the burning.” 

Vector is also using genetically 
engineered tobacco to produce 
reduced-nicotine and very-low-nico- 
tine cigarettes. When Mark Conkling, 
now Vector’s vice president of genet- 
ic research, was a professor at North 
Carolina State University, he 
serendipitously cloned a key enzyme 
in tobacco’s nicotine synthesis path- 
way-quinolinate phosphoribosyl 
transferase (QBT). “Once we had the 
gene, we introduced it back to make a 
transgenic tobacco plant,” says 
Conkling. Using Agrobacterium 
tumefaciens, researchers stably inte- 
grated the gene into the tobacco 
genome. A curiosity of this approach 
is that about 10 per cent of the time 
the inserted eae inhibits the endoge- 
nous gene. Thus, they could isolate 
QBT knockout plants. Vector is now 
using one of these clones to produce 
low-nicotine Quest cigarettes. 

The public health sector is skeptical 
about the safety of these products, 
partly because of the hope, and sub- 
sequent letdown, of low-tar ciga- 
rettes. “People just smoke them much 
more efficiently, inhale deeper, and 
don’t put it down as much,” says 
Gregory Dalack, University of 
Michigan, Department of Psychiatry. 
“That is part of the power of the 
addiction: They do it unconsciously.” 
Says Wamer: “We got very badly 
fooled by low-tar cigarettes. Most 
people thought these would be safer. 
Today, doctors are finding new forms 
of lung cancer, farther down in the 
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lungs, attributed to people suck 
down harder (on low-tar cigare’ 

Filtered cigarettes, introducec 
the 1950s, were another ruse, he 
Wamer also notes that the new, 
ucts could have added risks; he 
1998 study showing that the filt, 
Eclipse cigarettes release inhalal 
fiberglass particles, probably du 
mechanical disruption during n 
facturing. R.J. Reynolds, Eclipse’ 
manufacturer, published its ow: 
analysis in 2000 showing that fil 
glass particles did not exceed ba 
ground levels.

YOU CAN'T OFTEN TRUST “PEOPLE'S 
Choice” as a reliable indicator of a 
quality night out at the movies. 
More often than not, the title goes to 
the least common denominator, 
words like “charming” serving as 
warning beacons for unchallenging 
art-house fluff. 

But Whale Rider, winner of a passel 
of popularity contests in festivals 
worldwide, comes by its popularity 
honestly. Formulaic yet exotic, tradi- 
tional and modern, this movie is a 
sure bet. 

Paikea (Keisha Castle-Hughes) is 
a 12-year-old Maori girl living in 
Whangara, the same New Zealand 
coastal village founded by her ances- 
tor, also named Paikea. The original 
Paikea is said to have ridden into 
town on the back of a whale over 
1000 years before, and every subse- 
quent Chief since has been a first- 
born son tracing his lineage back to 
the Whale Rider. 

Paikea, or Pai, is the last of that 
lineage. Her twin brother and moth- 
er both died in childbirth, to the 
tremendous disappointment of 
grandfather and Chief Koro (Rawiri 
Paratene). Her heartbroken father 
Porournagi (Cliff Curtis) escapes to 
Europe. A virtual orphan, Pai is 
raised by her grandparents Koro 
and Flowers (Vicky Haughton). 

Koro initially refuses to acknowl- 
edge his granddaughter, but he 
eventually warms up to her and 
becomes in every way a doting 
grandfather—except he still yearns 
for a grandson, and he is furious at 
Porourangi for abandoning his duty. 
All of her life, Pai has been the mani- 
festation of her father’s failure: as a 
girl, she is automatically and - 
ually inadequate to her grandfather. 

Whangara is a typical small town 
with typical small-town social prob- 
lems: the people all wait for 
the day specthey can escape to the 
big city; those who don’tlaze 
ting stoned. Koro's wish fora new 
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Whale tale n 







leader is not mere vanity, then— 
what he wishes for is a revitalized 
sense of community, and so he takes 
it upon himself to create a leader. He 
summons all of the first-born sons 
and he begins to train them in the 
ancient Maori customs, sacred 
chants and martial arts. 

Pai is pointedly left out, but with a 
gentle suggestion from her Nanny 
Flowers, she braves the threat of 
Koro’s anger and begins to train 
secretly with her Uncle Rawiri. As a 
second son, he too has been subject 
to Koro’s neglect, so he is more than 
happy to oblige. 

We all know that we're heading 
toward a happy ending, but Whale 
Rider manages to overcome its pre- 
dictability. First, we're served a 
familiar tale of a girl triumphing 
over tradition, but she upholds it at 
the same time. Genius! Furthermore, 
the “bad guy” Koro isn’t just a 
misogynist hardass, he just wants to 
make things right. This is a movie 


about honourable intentions in con-

flict with other honourable inten- 
tions, so even though Koro is often a 
bastard when it comes to Pai, you 
can understand why she wants his 
love and approval as much as she 
does. He is a patriarch, in the best 
sense of the word. 

Second, the casting of this film is 
brilliant. Paratene is everything that 
Koro needs to be, a sometimes 
grouchy, sometimes great man, a 
natural leader who still commands 
respect even in these modern, cyni- 
cal times. Every supporting role is 
equally genuine and enjoyable. And 
then there's Pai. They found Keisha 
Castle-Hughes, a first-time actor, out 
of thousands of girls, during a 
school-wide search. What director 
Niki Caro got out of her is nothing 
short of astonishing: Castle-Hughes 
makes the movie. 

Sentimental, yes. Predictable, 
completely. But this is such a strong 
movie that you don’t really mind.

Misogyny overwhelms tale 
of struggling actress

IT’S WIDELY BELIEVED THAT ALL 
great art comes from great pain. One 
can’t set out to make an important 
work without paying some kind of 
psychological dues by inflicting 
emotional or physical distress on 
yourself or those close to you. But 
are those who shut out pain or any 
form of existential longing doomed 
to languish in aesthetic mediocrity? 

Yes! according to’Arnaud 
Desplechin’s new filny Esther Kahn. 
And, no! Yes, insofar as the film tries 
to show that an aspiring stage 
actress has earned her transforma- 
tion from vaudeville-esque bit play- 
er to a serious method actor by sys- 
tematically torturing and humiliat- 
ing her... but no, because that trans- 
formation remains unconvincing. 

Esther Kahn (played by Summer 
Phoenix—sister to River and 
Joaquin), the daughter of a Jewish 
tailor, is mildly autistic and has trou- 
ble relating to filthy, class-conscious 
19th Century London. Mimicry is 
the only way she can connect with 
her Orthodox family, but that skill 
earns her the nickname “monkey,” 
which fills her with rage—she vows 
never to let anyone see what she’s 
feeling again. 

It’s odd, then, that she should 
aspire to become an actress. Shortly 


Despite the suffer- 
ing, her acting 
doesn’t improve, 
no matter what the 
voice-over says. 








after declaring her intentions, Esther 
begins to have nightmares featuring 
anonymous, free-floating male fig- 
ures, who represent unspecified sex- 
ual threats, which she fearfully 
thrashes down into limp heaps of 
deflated waistcoats and top hats. In 
fact, these nightmares act as a har- 
binger for the men in Esther's future 
who will subject her to countless 
humiliations under the guise of nur- 
turing her creative energy. 

After Esther decides to become an 
actress, she finds work almost 
immediately on her own without the 
help of aging failed actors (Ian 
Holm) or emotionally abusive lovers 
(Fabrice Desplechin). Moreover, 
when she eventually stops seeking 
these abusive men she substitutes 
their external abuses for a violent 
form of self-loathing that eventually 
becomes self-mutilation. Yet, all the 
while, her acting style stays the 
same, her art doesn’t improve. A 
more intelligent film would have 
perhaps made that the focus of this 
story, that pain won’t necessarily 
improve one’s art. And this could be 
our interpretation of the film... if it 
weren't for the male voice-over 
assuring us that she is indeed 
becoming a better actress with each 
subsequent humiliation, despite the 
evidence to the contrary. The voice- 
over that exposes the misogynist 
core of the film, and, unfortunately, 
makes no other interpretation believ- 
able. 

Esther suffers all this obsessive 
pain not to achieve artistic transcen- 
dence but rather because all the men 
in this film (and especially its direc- 
tor, Arnaud Desplechin) get off on 
her humiliation. And this perverse 
joy is translated to the screen in such 
a way as to make the viewer feel 
intensely uncomfortable if he or she 
doesn’t feel much pleasure from 
these acts, as they shouldn’t.

DIRECTOR PATRICE LECONTE HAS

A genteel older gent, a gruff and 
brooding bank robber living in close 
quarters—it sounds distressingly 
like a sitcom scenario. Leconte loves 
contrivances like these, and it’s 
remarkable that he can elevate his 
film above such clunky devices. But 
he gets great help from his perennial 
collaborator Rochefort, who 
poignantly epitomizes the despera-

tion of a man who hopes it might 
not be too late to become more than 
he has been. Hallyday’s pinched, 
impassive features, gravelly voice 
and photogenic smoking are the per- 
fect onscreen foil to Rochefort’s soul- 
ful dullard, his crinkly eyes gradual- 
ly betraying affection and a little 
envy for Manesquier’s sweetly bor- 
ing existence. 

Though elegantly acted and shot 
overall, Man on the Train works best 
in its minutest parts, little idiosyn- 
cratic touches that bring humanity 
and humour to the mounting comni- 
ness. These moments usually 
involve Manesquier’s earnest but 
awkward attempts to break through 
to some new way of living, and 
Rochefort carries them winningly. 

The charm of Man on the Train 
flags a bit when the plot kicks in 
again in the final 15 minutes. Even 
then, Rochefort and Leconte make it 
watchable enough to help you coast 
over the bumps. If he keeps this up, 
Leconte may never shake his reputa- 
tion as an arthouse lightweight, but 
for the enduring small pleasures he 
builds into his films, were to say 
that’s such a bad thing?

be those who laugh at nerds, like 
that kid snorting and wisecrack- 
ing—ahem, to his parents—during 
the preview screening of Spellbound, 
the Oscar-nominated documentary 
about spelling bees. Well kid, the 
winner of that Bee made 10 grand, 
American. What about you? 

Spelling bees are a little strange, 
though. Via e-mail, Spellbound direc- 
tor Jeff Blitz explains his fascination 
with the competition, how he made 
the film and answers the question on 
everyone's mind: whither George 
Stampy? 

But starting at the beginning, why 
spelling bees? 
“I'm a fair speller but I’ve gotten a 
whole lot better since making 
Spellbound. Here’s how I got 
involved: as a grad student in Film 
at USC, I spent a lot of time fretting 
over what my first feature project 
would be out of school. On one of 
those rare days when I was kicking 
back, not worrying about my first 
big project, I happened to catch the 
final few rounds of the National Bee 
airing on ESPN. This was in 1997. I 
had never seen a spelling bee, had 


never been in one, but I was rapt. I 
knew, in that instant, that this would 
make a phenomenal movie. But I 
had never directed a documentary 
before.” 

After a year of fretting and anoth- 
er of research, he decided to chase it. 
The time was right. 

“It’s a bit like falling in love, actu- 
ally. You don’t really analyze why 
you feel so strongly so suddenly, but 
you do. That's how I felt about mak- 
ing my documentary on the 
National Bee. I just knew in my 
bones that the Bee was the perfect 
story I wanted to tell. One full of 
drama and laughter and pathos and 
intelligence.” 

Who knew? Well at first, no one. 
Spellbound was virtually self-pro- 
duced by Blitz with help from co- 
producer /sound guy Sean Welch's 
14 credit cards. One grant and dona- 
tions from friends and family helped 
finish the film, but the risk was all in 
the hands of Blitz and Welch. 

“In some ways, I feel a sense of 
reluctance in sharing this story. On 
the one hand, I’m incredibly proud 
that we risked so much because of 
our unshakable belief that people 
would respond and respond bril- 
liantly to Spellbound. On the other 
hand, I don’t want to be a bad exam- 
ple. For every Spellbound, a movie 
that will make back its credit card 


budget and then some, there are a 
hundred movies whose stories never 
get told. So, the bottom line for me is 
it worked out very well for us, but 
it’s not a formula I would recom- 
mend for the faint of heart.” 

The documentary’s success has 
much to do with the eight young 
competitors profiled in the film. 
Thorough research, analysis of past 
Bees, and word of mouth led them 
to several good subjects that best 
embodied the human stories beyond 
the mere recitations of words. The 
final cull is a cross section of Bee cul- 
ture, and American life. 

“I'm gladdened that Spellbound 
manages, without really trying to, to 


represent the amazing diversity at _ 


the bee. There are kids at the bee— 
from every imaginable American 
background—socioeconomic, racial, 
cultural, religious, educational, 
familial...” 

And with such captivating charac- 
ters, it’s hard to pick a favourite! 

“We honestly didn’t have a 
favourite,” says Blitz. But through- 
out the merciless culling process 
prior to the Nationals, re certainly 
favoured “their” spellers. 

“When Angela finally won her 
Bee, Sean and I burst into tears. In 
part this was because we cared so 
much about Angela’s sense of the 
importance of her victory. But in 
“ed this was because we knew we 

ad the cornerstone of our docu- 
mentary.” 

Indeed she is. But then, what's the 
deal with George Thampy? This 
Bible-thumping oddball arrives 
quite late in the film, and remains 
quite mysterious. 
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CALLING ON HIS THIRD EYE “When Angela 
finally won, Sean and } burst into tears “ 


“We were actually onto Georgie’s 
story from the very beginning but 
after shooting him at home for a day 
his family pulled out. We had to beg 
to get an interview at the Nationals 
and we were lucky and pleased that 
they sat down with us for even an 
hour. The epilogue on Georgie is 
that he returned the following year 
and won!” 

“We will add an epilogue to the 
DVD release to get everyone up to 
speed. But all the kids are doing 
great, many preparing to go to col- 
lege in the fall.” 

Thankfully, participants are ineli- 
gible after the 8th grade. But Blitz

believes that there is something 
Great and American about the rela- 
tive uselessness of a spelling contest, 
a lesson we all can take. 

“There's an old-fashioned, pop- 
ulist message here, I think: that no 
matter where you begin, hard work 
can advance you. Is there truth to it, 
too? I think so. I think these kids 
prove it. They test themselves by 
tackling something massive—con- 
quering, in a sense, the English lan- 
guage. There’s something funda- 
mentally American in that idea, that 
anything is possible with determina- 
tion and dedication.”

TERMINATOR 3 IS MEATLOAF. THAT 


is, if Terminator and Terminator 2 are 
steak dinners of sci-fi action, T3 is 
what you get when you chop up all 
the leftover steak and mashed pota- 
toes, throw in some corn, mush it up 
and stick it in the microwave. It’s not 
full-on Terminator, but it kinda tastes 
like Terminator. 

Arnold is the oniy one who 
returned for this one. James 
Cameron and Linda Hamilton 
didn’t come back; weirdly, even 
Edward Furlong, who played John 
Connor in T2, didn’t come back, or 
maybe wasn’t asked. 

This time, the guy behind the 
wheel is Jonathan Mostow, who 
made a functional little submarine 
movie, UI-571, that did a pretty good 
job of hitting all the major generic 
submarine movie beats.

Terminator 2, and the trailers don’t 
lie. The basic action ideas are the 
same—fancy new Terminators with 
weird new abilities, running after

Malibu’s Most Wanted The question isn't 
whether or not Malibu's Most Wanted is any 
good or not, but what manner of white subur- 
ban gangsta laughs it can possibly offer that a 
trip to Whyte Ave can’t? Jamie “I Wish | Were 
Seth Green” Kennedy isn’t that funny, not even 
unintentionally, as the faux-Eminem son of 
aspiring politician Ryan O'Neal. The film has 
both white kids playing black and black guys 
playing white—something that hasn’t been 
seen in cinema since, oh, the release of Head of 
State and Bringing Down the House a tew 
weeks ago. The racial stereotype gags might be 
offensive if they weren't so shamelessly dumb 
and done to death: “Play That Funky Music 
Whiteboy” shows up not once, but twice on the 
soundtrack. #*%* (DA) 


The Matrix Reloaded The Matrix Reloaded is 
full-on Matrix. Everything The Matrix was, 
Reloaded is more. But that promise is a devil's 
bargain, because when you're watching the 
movie in the theatre you have to take it all, cool 
and uncool. All that head-popping stuff you go 
to again and again on the DVD to see? There, 
All the humorless proclaiming and Oracle-con- 
sulting and prophecy-quoting you skip over 
again and again in the DVD?

To counter any notions that the 
movie isn’t trying to make any overarching 
statements, LaBute named his leads Adam 
(Paul Rudd) and Evelyn (Rachel Weisz). Adam 
is a slovenly white-bread security guard; Evelyn 
is the fascinating bohemian beauty. But the 
ease with which the nebbish gets the babe ; 
despite mismatched personalities is the obvi- 
ous tip-off that something's brewing. LaBute's 
biggest concern is the one most relevant to 
others’ perception of him as an artist: written 
across a wall in an exhibition in the movie is a 
quote that reads “Moralists have no place in an 
art gallery.” *%** (DA) 


The Tunnel The Tunnel, like The Great Escape, 
is about escaping from Germany; the difference 
is that The Tunnel is also about escaping to 
Germany. Our heroes are Germans trying to get 
from East Berlin to West in the months after the 
Berlin Wall went up in 1961. There’s none of 
the hup-ho, pip-pip, us-vs.-the-Jerries business 
here; we're all German and just trying to deal 
with this awful stupid wall that’s been thrown 
between us. The Tunnel isn’t exactly a fun sum- 
mer movie; in fact it’s pretty much the oppo- 
site. But it is about freedom, real freedom, 
hard-earned and partially-achieved, worth dig-

2 Fast 2 Furious 2 Fast 2 Furious, the sequel 
to The Fast and the Furious, isn’t so much a 
movie as a 103-minute commercial for the col- 
lapse of North American culture. To tackle the 
inconsistencies in plot and character would 
cause the brain to take a crap in the skull, roll 
over, and die of shock. Go no further than to 
ponder the basic premise that everyone drives 
the loudest one-of-a-kind, attention-grabbing 
custom cars while breaking every traffic law 
possible, yet the cops, with their high-tech gad- 
gets, are at a total loss to ever catch them. The 
only thrills to be had are the exhilarating racing 
sequences. But no, there is another thrill to be 
had: the one you get with the end credits,

Winged Migration G-rated movies, implicitly, 
are for children. Maybe that’s why the nature 
documentary Winged Migration focuses on the 
flight patterns of birds, rather than the much 
more interesting mating habits of birds. But 
that's a minor criticism of a film that should be 
seen. We don’t linger for long on any one sub- 
ject, especially since there is so much eye-pop- 
ping footage to be shown: five crews followed 
almost 50 species of birds spanning the world 
over three years. But migration isn't an end 
unto itself.

Hopkins isn’t very happy about 
that. She is, however, happy to 
explain her unhappiness, in great 
detail and at high speed. The essence 
of it is this: 5 

The young Hopkins found herself 
drawn to: comedy’s attention-garner- 
ing properties, so she assembled her 
own program of studies. “I studied 
for about 32 months in Europe, 
South America, and Asia and I just 
went to mentors. I went to the mas- 
ters and would work six weeks to 
four months with them on a special- 
ized thing like doing mime or doing 
physical comedy or doing clown- 


In addition to learning the per- 
forming arts—the background that 
would eventually lead her to devel- 
op the street performance character

learned something about her Home 
and Native Land. “I found this coun- 
try, the whole country, to be some- 
what white-bread in the sense of not 
being connected to their cultural 
roots, not being connected to their 
creative sides of themselves, the 


opportunities the possibilities of con- 





necting.” The problem, she says, was 
worst in urban areas, where people 
have become isolated, out of touch 
with their place in the community, 
unwilling or unable “to have voices 
and to call up what they needed and 
wanted and to be able to drive their 
ideals and passions and dreams.” 
Those would be your ideals and 
passions and dreams, which 
Hopkins plans to ignite / illuminate 
nightly during this year’s Street 
Performers Festival with Fire Box, a 
recent project of The Public Dreams 
Society. Hopkins co-founded the 
society in 1983 after ending her solo 
performance career “to work with 
mere artists and more collective 
arfasts and possibly, more communi- 


— ty work as I was raised with that 
Kind of mentality.” The society has 


earned a reputation in its B.C. home 
base for putting on unique public 
events—so much so that Hopkins 
was invited io help navigate the cul- 
tural component of Vancouver's suc- 
cessful Olympics bid. 

But the way Public Dreams creates 
spectacle and wonder may be 
counter-intuitive for some of us. 
Technical sophistication is a mixed 
blessing: sometimes to the extent to 
which we apply special effects is 
inversely proportional to our ability 
to render feelings. Public Dreams 
boasts, as one of it guiding principles, 
an adherence to lo-tech presentation. 

“Here's the perfect example,” says 
Hopkins. “When we developed the 
Illuminaris show, what we wanted to 
do is we just wanted to walk around 
a lake with a few lanterns. Well, now 
it draws 20,000 people on one night. 
We have eight to 10,000 lanterns that 
only illuminate the park. There is no 
electricity! Everything is done with 
fire, everything is done with candle- 
light, everything is done with just the 
natural elements that are there. And 
it makes that whole event so magical. 
There are no stages, there is no sound 
system, everything is acoustic, every- 
thing is accessible, everything is at 
the people's level.” 

t's at your level, which is 
where Fire Box will happen, with 
your participation—especially if 
you've forged your own lantem at 
one of the festival's workshops. 
Beyond that, Hopkins to leave poten- 
tial audiences with too many precon- 
ceptions. “Sometimes people go 
‘Well, what's the meaning of it?” 
because we're so analytical.” But she 
will pull the curtain back a little. 
“Think of the old house in the vil- 
lages when performing groups came

The best moments in Free 
Will Player’s current production of 
Henry V come at those scattered 
points when James MacDonald 
delves into the man under the 
crown, instead of being the perfect 
sovereign. The man who emerges 
when MacDonald takes an every- 
man approach to his wooing of the 
French King’s daughter, Katherine, 
or challenging a lowly soldier while 
incognito is much more interesting 
—and compelling. Taking “Once 
more into the breach, dear friends” 
from a lofty by aking into the 
close personal quarters of trench 
warfare relieved that phrase of its 
dryness and made it once pores com- 


prehensible by the soul. 

By the same token, it’s the rest of 
the “everyman” characters in Henry 
V who illustrate the effects of war in 
ways that we can all relate to. A 
King’s pain over putting his friends 
Ely and Bardolph to death for loot- 
ing on the battlefield is about as real 
as the last stash of weapons of mass 
destruction found in Baghdad. But 
Pistol’s Joey Trembley) agony as he 
listens to the shots that kill those self- 
same friends is extremely poignant. 

Those rough friends of Henry’s, 
meant to illustrate the ruffians that 
the king has left behind in order to 
be a superior man, better illustrate 
the toll war takes on the poorest of 
society whose best choices in life 
involve “death and honour” or 
“starvation and dishonour.” 
Trembley, Julien Arnold, and David

Puck and the rest of the 
fairy kingdom move and sound like 
magical fluff of preteen 
sexuality / innocence. 

Colin Winslow’s simple and ele- 
gant design of planked levels and 
metal mesh trees is a bit at odds with 
the Mary-Poppins-meets-Hello- 
Dolly feel of the pacing and cos- 
tumes in director Geoffrey Brumlik’s 
take on Dream. But it’s versatile, and 
Narda McCarroll’s costumes and the 
actors are colourful enough to keep 
the Disney feel-right down to the 
Snow-White cape on Hermia and 
the Minnie-Mouse hairdo for 
Helena. The simple lines of the stage 
are a better match for the duke 
Theseus (Brian Dooley) and his 
bride-to-be Hippolyta (Melissa 
Thingelstad), but their role in Dream 
gets a bit lost, along with whatever 
insights on order and chaos and in- 
depth analysis of the parallels with 
the fairy lovers, in this bright, charm- 
ing, bring-the-whole-family enter- 
tainment.

Sterling achievements 


Theatre community toasts its own 


THERE IS SOMETHING EMBRACING 
about being in the audience at the 
Sterling Awards, the city’s annual 
celebration of its theatrical achieve- 
ments. Edmonton is not dominated 
by one or two regional theatres that 
import out-of-town talent to enter- 
tain the fur-and-feathers-set; instead, 
it boasts an astounding number of 
mutually supportive theatre compa- 
nies, playwrights, actors, designers, 
directors and techs who make magic 
happen. 

So it’s fitting that Monday night's 
16th annual awards were not domi- 
nated by the Big House—whose 
productions won 11 of 15 mainstage 
awards last year—but that ten pro- 
ductions from eight companies 
shared 21 competitive awards. 

The big winner was Theatre 
Network’s anarcho-rock gj 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch, selected 
as Outstanding Musical. Its director 
(Bradley Moss), lead actor (Michael 
Scholar Jr.), musical director, (Chris 
Wynters), costume designer 
Schultz), and lighting designer 
(David Fraser) all copped awards. 
Scholar, whose hushed 















Actress in The Blue Orphan, Catalyst 
Theatre. Orphan's co-writers, Joey 
Tremblay and Jonathan Christenson, 
aha received Outstanding New 
Play honours and Christenson was 
also cited for Outstanding Score. 

Theatre Network's Perfect Pie won 
Outstanding Production, especially 
notable because this production 
marked the professional directorial 
debut of Marianne Copithorne, one 
of Edmonton’s most beloved actress- 
es for 20 years. 

An awards show is nothing, how- 
ever, without a few zingers. The best 
came in a double-shot after Joey 
Tremblay publicly lamented his sin- 
gle status. Councilor Michael Phair 
took the stage as a presenter and, 
assuring Tremblay there was still 
hope, solicited a phone call. Host 
Peter Brown then congratulated 
Phair for capturing the essence of 
award shows, “a heady mix of high 
art and nightclub sleaze.” 

The Fringe awards generated the 
evening’s warmest feeling. Sheldon 
Elter, a newcomer, won both 
Outstanding Fringe Actor and New 
Work for his autobiographical first 
ry, Metis Mutt. Elter cited Jeff

Performance Rodeo in Calgary. 
Now we're presenting it to Teatro la 
Quindicina audiences,” says Dean. 

After this rare high-summer/ non- 
Edmonton Fringe theatrical offering 
by Teatro, the successful production 
is off to the Winnipeg Fringe. Given 
that most new Canadian plays are 
lucky to get a single stage outing, 
four productions in eight months is 
far from shabby. 

“The play isa madcap comedy 
and the first play ever set in 
Kelowna in B.C.’s Okanagan 
Valley,” says the energetic 23-year- 
old Teatro regular and well-known 
improv performer. “Basically it’s 
about a rare rodent from the 
Caribbean and the trouble its arrival 
causes. It’s also a romantic triangle 
between a restaurateur (Celina 
Stachow), a customs office lady 
(Briana Buckmaster), and a bachelor 
sleep clinician (Dean himself)”. 

Of course the universal appeal of 
the story’s romantic triangle and the 
trope of an exotic out-of-town 
muskrat speaks for itself. But the 
choice of B.C.’s summer wonder- 
land—especially given Lemoine’s 
predilection for exotic settings—was 
another thing altogether. 

“A huge part of the thrill of the 
play is that it is a known locale,” 
says Dean. “We picked it because it 
was an interesting location and wine 
comes from there—and we enjoy 
wine—but also because we know 
that lots of people have been there 
and can go ‘I know that place; I get it 
now. 

Of course, the play is novel for 
more reasons than just its quotidian 
setting: it’s also the “first official 
thing” Dean has penned for the 





stage and the first collaboration 
between him and Lemoine 

While one might think a team-up 
between a neophyte playwright and 
a veteran like Stewart (a man who 
boasts more produced plays than 
Dean has celebrated birthdays) 
might be nerve-wracking, Dean says 
the whole process couldn’t have 
been more enjoyable, especially 
given the fact that he’s been a long- 
time admirer of Lemoine’s work. _ 

“We started with chatting over 
drinks—Cosmos, Manhattans and 
other smart cocktails—on Stewart's 
patio which eventually lead to most 
general concept starting with a title 
Stewart had in mind,” concludes 
Dean. 

“T was so thrilled to be asked and 
went into the process mostly a stu- 
dent. Stewart has such a good sense 
of moving the story forward, shap- 
ing scenes and creating naturalistic 
dialogue despite his famous unnat- 
ural constructions and vocabulary.”

THE MORRISON FAMILY OF NORTH- 
ern Ontario has been through some 
hard times, A car accident leaves 
them parentless, and the burden of 
raisifg the family falls on the elder 
boys: 19-year old Luke and 
Matt, just two years 
younger.

been accepted at a 
teachers’ college and 
Matt is already ear- 
marked for greater 
things; the Morrison’s, 
out of necessity, must 
split up. Crow Lake is told 
from the point of view of 
seven-year old Kate, who 
has a close relationship 
with budding biologist 
Matt. Yet more tragedy 
occurs, and the adult Kate, 
now a zoologist, is forced to 
come to terms with her youth 
at Crow Lake. 

After an aborted first novel 
(“ItTl never see the light of 
day,” she sighs), author Mary 
Lawson turned her hand to 
short stories, placing a few in 
Women's Realm, Bella and My 
Weekly. Now she’s hit the interna- 
tional best-seller lists with Crow 
Lake. 





SEE: After living in England for 
such a long time, do you find it 
strange that your first published 
novel is set in the country you left 
35 years ago? 

Mary Lawson: Actually, it’s been 
such a relief, writing about some- 


thing that I knew so well. You know, 


Thad been setting everything else in 
England, and I know I’ve been there 
half my life but... I’m an observer 
there I guess you'd have to say. But 
I've always felt like a Canadian, like 
a foreigner. Not through anything 
anyone else has said, just because I 
feel Canadian. And it was just so 
easy, writing about small communi- 
ties. How people speak; you know 


what their interests are, what their 
concerns are. How the whole thing 
works at a very deep level. 

SEE: Is there a little bit of the pro- 
tagonist, Kate, in you? 

ML: She‘s not me. I was a hopeless 
student, for a start. I don’t actually 
write from life; I only did that 
once and that - 






























Was my sister in 
the book. That was done for 
fun. You have to grow your charac- 
ters. If you want to really know them 
you have to get inside them—you 
can’t do that with a real person. That 
would just put barriers in the way. 
Matt and Kate spend a great deal of 
time at neighborhood ponds, 
which makes sense because Matt is 
a budding biologist who loves 
sharing his interests with his sister. 
It also functions as a way of bring- 
ing the two closer together, but 
clearly they also represent some- 
thing else. 

ML: I love ponds, and the ponds in 





the book are real. [ transposed all of 
the little communities that I know, 
the one that I grew up in plus the 
lake we had a cottage on for genera- 
tions, plus others. They were put in 
for reasons of nostalgia, but then it 
became obvious that that would 
become Matt's great interest. So the 
biology came into it, which was a 
problem because I have no back- 
ground in science, Looking back, 
while I was writing those ponds 
symbolized for Kate this golden 
period in childhoodbefore Matt 
betrayed her. She doesn’t admit 
this, but that’s how she feels—that 
he let her down. 
SEE: Was this planned? 
I wasn’t aware of it while I was 
writing the book any more then 
I was aware of the themes; that’s 
the truth of the thing. I didn’t 
really realize what the themes 
were until I started reading 
reviews of the book. I thought, 
“Oh, that’s true. Strange.” I 
just had a story of a couple of 
characters that I wanted to 
tell, and I wanted to get it to 
hang together.” 
SEE: In retrospect, do you 
see where it may have 
come from? 
Oh, it’s clear enough 
where it comes from 
now. This business of 
education: that’s tremen- 
dously important in my 
family.

It’s funny to see how much of your 
own preoccupations you do write 
about unintentionally. People reveal 
a lot about themselves when they 
open their mouths, and the minute 
you start writing you do the same. I 
wasn't really aware of that until I 
saw how much of my own child- 
hood ended up in the book. 
Although, really, nothing that hap- 
pened to Kate happened to me. 
Nobody ever let me down or 
betrayed the family, or any of that 
stuff.

The brainchild of Andie Maranda and 
Baron Bedesky, a couple based in the 
Niagra region, www.canadianblues.ca is a 
self-confessed “labour of love” that the 
pair of hardcore blues fans spend week- 
ends and nights working on. Regular con- 
tributors include-musicians John Taylor, 
LiAna and Terry Blankley, along with blues 
fans Warren Dallin and Tim Holek. 
Between them they have tried to create the 
ultimate Canadian blues site. 

It features biographies on hundreds of 
Canadian blues musicians along with list- 
ings of radio programs, blues associations 
and clubs, bars and festivals. There are 
music lessons available, CD reviews, an 
“industry section” the inevitable “on line 
store,” and you can take out your own 
blues classified ad. 

Although the site primarily focuses on 
the Eastern Canadian blues scene, the cre- 
ators are true blues fans who are looking 
for input from across the country. To that 
end, they “encourage all blues fans to par- 
ticipate in the project by sending in ideas, 
comments and suggestions for content.” 

As far as fan created web sites are con- 
cerned this one is an all-Canadian winner, 
and will only get better as blues fans from 
across the country put in their two cents 
worth.

AN INDUSTRY IN DECLINE 

So how come the recording industry 
isn’t going after the hardware manufac- 
turers and the Intemet service 
providers? Why are they attempting to 
criminalize millions of people across the 
world? 

For years record cor have 
complained that the free x inte of 
music over the Intemet has resulted in 
hundreds of millions of dollars in lost 
revenue to record labels, their artists and 
retailers. However, the ing indus- 
try has itself to blame, having tried to 
smother Intemet distribution at birth 
instead of the technology. 
The lack of legal alternatives has led to 
peer-to-peer services such as Kazaa 
acquiring approximately 100 million 
users. 


Also, the recording industry often 
compares the number of downloads to 
profit losses. But a lot of downloads are 
in fact made by default; the consumers 
would never actually buy any of these 
records. 

The recording industry didn’t get the 
hang of the new technology from the 
start and the only thing that might save 
itis to face the music. Mp3s and CD-Rs 
are not the “future” way of i 


consuming 
music—they’re very much today’s pre- 
ferred media. 


that the only way to beat Internet file- 
swapping is to make legal, pay-per- 
download sites more attractive. The 
success of legal download sites is crucial 
if the major labels are to continue mak- 
ing money from the likes of Britney. 

With the launch of iTunes Music 
Store, Apple appears to have'successful- 
ly made Intemet users pay for down- 
loading music. For 99 cents US, you 
can download an mp3 file to your com- 
puter and do whatever you want with 
it; store iton a CD-R and play it on your 
stereo or just keep it on your computer. 
So far the service is only available for 
Mac users in the States, but you can bet 
your spare change that, once the record- 
ing companii le for the con- 
tent have figured out the legalities, 
Apple will attempt to launch iTunes 
Music Store worldwide for Mac as well 
as PC users before the year is out. 


BUT THE QUESTION REMAINS 
Behind the scenes the majors have 
relaxed their attitude to digital-rights 
management, meaning that iTunes 
users can bum and share tracks ina 
way that they haven't been able to 
before. Obviously they’ve changed their 
minds—no doubt with the help of cal 
culations that the industry’s 
profits would double if everyone who 
downloads “free” music today would 
pay a dollar (US.) per downloaded 
even to the deaf that the 
majority of the industry is in it for the

FIRE CORNER 

For the most part, reggae websites are 
pretty cheesy and your ugly-o-meter will 
start buzzing when you take a look at 
them. However, you can overlook awful 
design when the content is hip. A site that 
combines both style and substance is Fire 
Corner (www.firecorner.com), a really 
sharp looking website that is the online 
home of one of Australia’s finest reggae 
radio shows, Fire On The Wire. Put 
together by a group of DJs who call 
themselves the Intensified Crew, Fire 
Corner is certainly at the top of the heap 
when it comes to bona fide reggae web- 
sites. The magazine section of the site 
has profiles of lesser-known reggae 
movers and shakers such as Bim 
Sherman and Keith Hudson, complete 
with well-researched discographies for 
the serious fan. Other cool articles include 
a review of reggae zines from around the 
world and a fascinating interview with 
Horace Andy and Alton Ellis, where the 
two reggae veterans get into a wonderful 
bitch session about modern music. The 
main reason to surf over to Fire Corner, 
though, is their impressive archive of past 
FOTW specials in Real Audio. They range 
in length from 30 minutes to three hours, 
cover all styles of reggae, and are a treat 
to listen to.

To really get your finger on the pulse of 
the local underground music scene, 
check out www.indecline.net. Indecline 
Offers various services, the most practical 
elements being information on the latest 
show listings (including the all-ages 
shows that can't afford advertising), an 
easy-to-use database for local bands (and 
their mp3s), venue contact info, show 
promoters and even an open server used 
for file swapping can be accessed 
through the site. However, the main 
attraction of Indecline lies in the message 
boards, most popular being the 
Edmonton Punk Message Board. These 
forums are filled with young 
Edmontonian music aficionados 
exchanging opinions on everything from 
the latest Mars Volta album to someone 
posting snapshots of the all-ages hard- 
core show the night before Tempers flare 
when classic philosophical arguments 
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Editor’s pick: Cruelty is the order of the 
day (updated almost every day) over at 
www.rockandrollconfidential.com. But a 
well-deserved jab at rich rock stars isn’t the 
M.0. for this site, whose motto is “Making 
fun of music so you don’t have to.” Nope, 
the targets of their jibes are all the little 
guys and gals living their RnR dreams— 


_—and posting the unfortunate results on the 


Net. Here’s what happens: photos of indie 
amateurs of all genres are swiped or sub- 
mitted from the WWW, which this site 
then reposts in their infamous “Hall of 
Douchebags,” complete with a painfully 
funny Farside-ish caption (See above: 
“Suddenly Jeremy realized a band was no 
place for a fat man”). 


like “people who like that band aren't real- 
ly punk” or “that band used to be good, 
but now they've sold out” spring up. 
Ironically Indecline lacks the anonymity 
usually associated to anything Internet 
related. Users of the site can be recog- 
nized working at the record stores, play- 
ing in the bands, going to all the shows, 
Or participating in political rallies. Which 
just goes to show that the members of 
the Indecline community help create the 
underground culture the site propagates.

INDIEPAGES 

Seattle-based web site, 
www.indiepages.com, is a bona fide Fort 
Knox of information for all things indie 
pop or rock, with links to over 270 labels, 
around 370 bands, about 75 music zines, 
36 or so mailorders and over 40 other 
miscellaneous music sites. However, it’s 
probably the music reviews that keep 
indie kids logging in. 

Every Monday, Indiepages master- 
mind, Chris McFarlane, posts new music 
reviews assessing fresh releases from 
indie bands and labels. Aside from being 
very knowledgeable and fairly objective 
(biases towards 1min 30s songs and fre- 
quent ba-ba-ba-ing are freely admitted), 
Chris uses the ingenious evaluation sys- 
tem of MTQ. Finding 1-5 rating scales too 
vague, Chris fashioned MTQ (or mix tape 
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quotient) to reflect the number of songs 
worthy of repeated listening on a particu- 
lar album. So, it’s not highly unusual to 
find on IndiePages an EP that rates 2/3 
right before a compilation album that 
rates 23/35. Plus, a track from each 
album is included for you to hear for 
yourself. 

Helping to elevate IndiePages to a 
Class truly of its own are the sounds 
page, which offers mp3s of stellar songs 
that are grouped under themes, such as 
“Australian pop,” “the tour EP,” etc; the 
on-line store that sells music from the 
smallest to the biggest indie labels; the 
message board for indie poppers and 
rockers to swap records, discuss the lat- 
est Slumberland release or promote their 
band’s upcoming show; a weekly poll 
and, perhaps most important of all, the 
cutest cartoon tiger mascot ever, period.

Human touch 


(Smog) lifts the veil of inaccessibility 


(SMOG)

BILL CALLAHAN’S SIMPLE COUNTRY- 
tinged minimalist shuffles often con- 
ceal a dark and disturbing heart—no 
surprise, then, that the Lou Reed 
acolyte counts The Flaming Lips, 
Chan Marshall (a.k.a. Cat Power— 
incidentally one of Callahan’s previ- 
ous girlfriends) and Sebadoh among, 
his fans, and they have all covered his 
songs both in concert and on record. 

Over the past dozen years, 
Callahan has offered up 12 albums 
(and countless other singles and EPs) 
under the fitting moniker Smog, to 

which he added parentheses for 
2001's Rain On Lens. In the process, 
(Smog), as Callahan's now known, 
has created one of the more blatantly 
personal collections in underground 
music. 

Consider the infamous “All Your 
Woman Things,” from 1996's Doctor 
Came at Dazen, in which Callahan 
constructs a facsimile of a lover from 
the undergarments she left strewn 
around their room. Of course there’s 
also his stark admission in “Be Hit” 
that “All the girls I've ever loved/ 
Have wanted tobe hit.” And ~ 
Callahan’s childhood memories—as 
outlined in Knock Knock’s jaunty 
“Cold Blooded Old Times’”—tells the 
tale of a broken family as recited to 
none other than a squirrel who, 
despite the borders of language (and 
species), “understood every word.” 
The guy makes life-size dolls and 
talks to forest creatures, man. Weird. 
No wonder The Flaming Lips love 

so. 

But somehow, were that not 
strange enough, the recent full-length 
Supper, as well as the rarities collec- 
tion Accumulation: None, which pre- 
ceded it, show the emergence of an 
altogether different and, heck, far 
happier and well-adjusted Callahan. 

ile the primary goal of the collec- 
tion is to gather the best of the cast- 
offs from a scattering of impossible- 
to-find releases, it also marks, inten- 
tionally or not, a change in direction 
from dark to relative light. 

Callahan says that looking back 
over his shoulder while assembling 
None made the realization clear. 

“T stopped to my music 
several years ea if kind of had to 


seems like a different person made it. 
It sounds ancient.” 

In fact, the contrast is so stark that 
the person behind Supper could 
almost be mistaken for—horror of 
horrors—someone in love. 

Yet the more time one spends with 
Supper, the more obvious it becomes 
that it is Callahan’s finest work, a sur- 
prisingly rich accomplishment given 
such a short gestation. Supper fol- 
lowed closely on the heels of 
Accumulation: None, and the records 
work in tandem as companion 
pieces. 

“T kind of thought I wouldn’t have 
an LP of new material for awhile so I 
decided to go ahead full steam with 
the compilation,” says Callahan. 
“Then I wrote an album. There's 
room for both.” 

Callahan has also made room in 
recent months for a new approach to 
his live performances, While he was 
once notoriously hostile to his audi- 
ences, he’s become humorous and 
loose. The first time I saw (Smog) was 
shortly after the release of Dongs Of 
Sevotion in Vancouver's Starfish 
Room in 2000. The crowd's shouted 
requests were shot down by 
Callahan’s uniquely withering glare, 
the assembled fans nearly ignored 
altogether. 

Now, Callahan’s live show 
involves eye contact, the welcome 
acceptance of encore requests, and 
even a dose of comical interaction— 
at one point in a show on this spring’s 
European tour, Callahan pointed out 
a front-row fanatic’s open fly, ay 
protesting his inability to carry on 
show until the fellow zipped back up. 
From time to time, Callahan even 
dances, albeit with a an occasional 
herky-jerky kick of his left leg ina 
tempo distinctly his own. 

Despite Supper’s steps towards a 
cuddlier, friendlier, more open Bill 
Callahan, his chosen nom de plume 
still fits like a glove: smog obscures 
and chokes, but is just as often 
romantic, bringing to mind either 
back porches by fogged-over 
swamps or darkened alleys in the big 
city. Given Callahan’s consistent track 
record, it’s easy to more

SWEDEN'S MUSIC SCENE HAS BEEN 
splashing onto the insides of main- 
stream music magazines for the past 
couple of years now thanks to The 
International Noise Conspiracy and 
The Hives. However, far from the 
arena of political punk and garage 
rock, lies a burgeoning Swedish pop 
scene that has been attracting indie 
enthusiasts from around the world 
for years. One such Swede is Samuel 
Petersson, who has been winning, 
critical acclaim with his bedroom 
pop project, The State of Samuel. 
Petersson began his musical 
career in the early ‘90s, playing in 
punk rock bands in the small coastal 
town of Varberg. It was 1992, 
though, that marked the defining 


I was, like, blown out by the produc- 
tion and how cool it was,” he recalls, 
calling from his one-room apartment 
ina suburb outside of Stockholm. 

In 1996, Petersson came up with 
the name The State of Samuel and 
began recording lo-fi pop songs on a 
four-track in his apartment. Between 
1998 and 2001, he released an 
impressive total of 61 songs on six 
tapes. These tapes were passed on 
from friend to friend and as word- 
of-mouth for Petersson’s breezy 
indie pop songs spread, he was 
dubbed “The lo-fi king of Sweden.” 
After releasing the Santa Barbara EP 
in 2001 and a Japanese-label compi- 
lation of his tape releases in 2002, 
Petersson set to work on his first full- 
length album, Mutiny on Mercury. 

Sometime during the recording 
“aoe his work captured the 

earts of two local musicians, Kyle 
Bjornson and Rich Dimitriou 
[Disclaimer: Dimitriouis not

moment in Sam’s life: “I got the first 
Pavement album, Slanted and 
Enchanted. Just listening to that was 
just a totally new experience for me... 
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unknown to this writer], who were 
starting up their own international 
indie pop label, Humblebee 
Recordings, from the unlikely loca- 
tion of Edmonton, AB. After an 
exchange of several emails and the 
emptying of their savings accounts, 
Bjornson and Dimitriou signed Sam 
onto their label and released Mutiny 
on Mercury in Canada and the U.S. 
earlier this year. 

Recorded in the same fashion as 
his previous tapes, the album is an 
instant lo-fi classic, with 17 catchy 
tracks comprised of acoustic guitar, 
augmented by instruments ranging 
from keyboard, trumpet and bass, to 
handclaps and percussion. The vocal 
harmonies are very nice and show- 
case the colourful, quirky lyrics 
which are quickly becoming a trade- 
mark of The State of Samuel.

THE FLOOR 

If you've been paying attention to 
the enlivened rumblings of 
Edmonton’s musical underground, 
you've already heard that The Floor 
are at the forefront of a new wave of 
local bands that are reviving the local 
independent music scene, delivering 
it from boredom and redundancy. 
The good word is out on The Floor, 
and it is very well deserved. 

After a two-month hiatus follow- 
ing March’s release of their successful 
debut, the Doll e.p., which was num- 
ber one on CJSR for several weeks 
and has started to chart at other col- 
lege stations, the four members of 
The Floor—Matt Pahl (vocals / gui- 
tar), Dan Carlyle (drums), Paul 
Arnusch (bass) and Graham Lessard 
(synthesizer / guitar}—are back in the 
studio. 

Currently, they’re recording six 
new songs, which they hope will be 
released by Christmas either in an EP 
or full-length format. Carlyle 
describes the new material as more 
new wave in sound than their previ- 
ous post-punk leanings. “We're all 
excited for the new songs,” Carlyle 
states. “There’s a more coherent and 
consistent ae There's a natural 
progression in the songs and we're all 
pleased with the direction the new 
album's going.” 

Perhaps as a result of their new 
musical disposition, The Floor are 
striving to get their audience of indie 


work cut out for them. Carlyle won- 
ders if maybe the answer lies with the 





minors: “We want to do more all- 
ages shows, to play for the kids. 
There's more energy with the kids 
[and] if the adults won’t [dance], 
maybe the kids will.” 

The Floor will have a chance to see 
if the folks in other Canadian cities 
will dance when they set out on their 
three-week Canadian tour later on 
this month. In their first attempt to 
capture an Eastern audience, the 
foursome will head out to Montreal 
and back again, covering Toronto, 
Hamilton, London Winnipeg and 
Saskatoon before heading out to 
Vancouver to play with the popular 
Vancouver post-punk /new wave 
outfit, Radio Berlin.

CANTILON CHAMBER CHOIR 
Deemed “Edmonton's best-kept 
secret” by an adjudicator in the 
Edmonton Kinsmen’s Music Festival 
this past April, the Cantilon 
Chamber Children’s Choir has 
recently been chosen as the official 
Canadian representative to the 57th 
Annual International Eisteddfod in 


Llangollen, Wales. 

The International Eisteddfod is a 
highly exclusive and extremely pres- 
tigious choral competition with a his- 
tory of churning out some of the 
world’s top singers, including some 
dude named Pavarotti. The very fact 
that the International Eisteddfod 
invited the youth choir to compete, 
and then subsequently selected it as 
the official Canadian representative, 
adds a considerable distinction to the 
reputation of the choir. 

A reputation, which, by the way, 
has been growing considerably over 
the past few years. Choir Founder 
and Artistic Director, Heather 
Johnson, explains: “We've won some 
competitions in Canada [first place in 
the Canadian National Music Festival 
(2000, 2001, 2002) and second place in 
the CBC National Children’s Choral 
Competition (2000, 2002)], and we 
also have produced a CD. We were 
in Vancouver in March, 2001, at an 
event called “The World of 
Children’s Choirs” and we were 
heard by a fairly significant interna- 
tional audience there, so we've 
attracted a bit of attention.” 

The Cantilon Chamber Choir, 
whose 49 members’ ages range from 
nine to 19, will be presenting works 
from the competition repertoire at the 
Winspear Centre as a live rehearsal 
for the International Eisteddfod. 
While Johnson admits that finding 
repertoire is challenging for any artis- 
tic director, she has spent the last sev- 
eral years collecting music that best 
suits the colour and sound of her 
choir. The first half of the evening will 
showcase sacred music, dating from 





the Renaissance period to the 20th 
century, while the second half focuses 
on folk material, including the world 
premier of a Finnish folk song com- 
missioned by the choir.

THE MARS VOLTA 

De-Loused in the Comatorium

IT’S BEEN TWO YEARS SINCE AT THE DRIVE-IN VIOLENTLY IMPLODED 
in the midst of a maelstrom of relentless touring and hyperbolic publicity 
(that often heralded the El Paso quintet as the most important band since 
Nirvana). The high water mark left by albums like In/Casino/Out and 
Relationship of Command is still visible; at the base of all the hype was a truly 
innovative and unpredictable partnership that challenged the boundaries 
of punk, hardcore, 
art rock, electronic 
music, and the 
countless other gen- 
res the band was 
clumsily pigeon- 
holed into. 

The rare bright- 
burning relation- 
ships fueled by such 
vital turbulence and 
chaos are perhaps 
doomed to be as 
short-lived as they 
are intense. With 
full-length aloums 
now released by 
both Sparta and The 
Mars Volta—the 
two bands created 
from ATDI’s melt- 
down —it should be clear where the fault lines that drove them apart are. 

The three members that formed Sparta inherited ATDI's solid, reliable 
tendencies (they were after all, that band’s rhythmic backbone). 2002's 
Wiretap Scars dabbled less in contorted song structures, instead creating a 
firmly anchored piece of dissonant post-hardcore fleshed out by keen 
melodies and electronic experimentation. On shakier footing were the 
eccentric, afroed front men, Cedric Bixler Zavala and Omar Rodriguez- 
Lopez, ATD!’s nucleus of avant-garde obscurity. Forming The Mars Volta, 
they released the three-song Tremulant EP, a brilliant but frustratingly pre- 
tentious vision of ATDI's experimental side cut loose from its moorings. 

De-Loused in the Comatorium is that vision realized with a stellar line-up 
of musicians and a giant production budget. A concept album aspiring to 
Pink Floyd heights, De-Loused charts the painfully slow suicide saga of 
close friend and artist Julio Venegas, serving doubly as an inadvertent trib- 
ute to late Mars Volta keyboardist Jeremy Ward, who died of a heroin 
overdose just weeks prior to the albums release. Musically, it’s less innova- 
tive than it wants you to believe it is; The Mars Volta prove to be exception- 
ally skilled at concocting a huge sonic soup of unlikely musical bedfel- 
lows—imagine Yes’ drifting song structures applied to epic Led Zeppelin 
journeying, but driven to frenetic extremes by jagged Fugazi riffing instead 
of deep rock grooves. Songs are allowed to meander in and out of impossi- 
bly layered Miles Davis-esque jams, but always return to their original tra- 
jectory as propelled by the spastic bursts of Jon Theodore’s Haitian-trained 
voodoo drumming and Flea’s nimble but wisely unobtrusive bass lines. 

Atits worst, it crosses the line into excessive prog-rock indulgence, but 
The Mars Volta show a sensitivity for dynamics, with mournful minimalist 
pieces, like “Televators,” balancing out spectacular 12-minute climaxes, 
like “Cicatriz Esp.” De-Loused in the Comatoriunt isn’t a revolution in music, 
but it’s certainly one of the best mainstream releases of the year.

Succulent sturgeon or pukey pike? 
The experts weigh in 


EDMONTON'S RIVER VALLEY IS-FAMED 
for a lot of things in the summer sea- 
son, but fishing isn’t one of them. 
After all, who wants to spend an 
afternoon on the bank of a sluggish 
body of sinister brown water that 
soaks up the pollution of an industri- 
al city? 

Lots of people, according to local 
fishing experts. Ignore the instinct to 
cringe at what might lie beneath the 
North Saskatchewan’s murky sur- 
faces, and you will find a surprising- 
ly fertile fishery. “It’s becoming 
more and more popular every year 
since we started publishing our river 
guide,” says Edmonton Park Ranger 
Scott Donaldson. “It’s basically been 
an untapped resource, but people 
are discovering it.” 

While local fishermen have the 
most success catching walleye, a 
member of the perch family, other 
common catches on the North 
Saskatchewan include goldeye, pike, 
and the occasional sturgeon, a fish 
that can live for up to 100 years, are 
the river's biggest bounty. 

Not only are there good, plentiful 
stocks of fish, but they’ re often acces- 
sible from right within the city. 
“Basically anywhere where there’s a 
creek that flows into the river, or 
where an eddy has formed by either 
bridges or rocks,” says Mark Cram, 
Operations Manager of Canadian 


natural erosion processes on the 
river's banks rather than pollution, 
although there are still some con- 
cerns regarding bacteria levels in the 
river from sewage output. Alberta 
Environment, however, rates this as 
a far lower concern than the natural 
levels of mercury found in the North 
Saskatchewan, recommending that 
fish caught in its waters be eaten no 
more than once a week, and not at 
all by pregnant women.

How healthy is the North Saskatchewan? 


WHEN THE CTY POLLED EDMON- 
tonians on the quality of the North 
Saskatchewan’s water, a majority 
described it as poor to fair and 75 per 
cent said they—or more precisely, 
you—would be willing to pay higher 
taxes to secure the river's well being. 
So just how bad is the water in the 
North Sask, and how much is being 
done to protect it? Turns out the pic- 
ture is crystal clear in some areas 
and a little murky in others. Here’s a 
breakdown of the major factors 
influencing our river's health. 


STORM DRAIN RUNOFF 
While the water flushed and 

showered out of your house is sent 
off to a waste treatment plant, 
drainage from storm sewers goes 
straight into the river. The city has 
40,000 storm-water catch basins that 
channel rainwater from streets, 
fields, driveways and lawns. Along 
the way that water picks up herbi- 
cides, pesticides, oils, animal waste, 
fertilizers, detergents and a host of 
other chemicals. Edmonton’s 
Drainage Services branch recom- 
mends that if you are going to fertil- 
ize your lawn or apply herbicides; 
wait until there’s no rain in the fore- 
cast. It also suggests sweeping the 
driveway instead of hosing it down 
and making sure you put pet waste 
in the garbage. 


NATURAL POLLUTANTS 

“The biggest one is probably 
pathogens,” explains David 
Schindler, a University of Alberta 
aquatics ecologist. “Things like bac- 
teria and protozoans. They are a 
problem for the treatment plants. E. 
coli is one that people fear because of 
the Walkerton outbreak. Luckily it’s 
easily killed by chlorination. It’s not 
a problem for Edmonton, which has 
a pretty good water treatment 
plant.” 

Schindler says more of a problem 
are the protozoans that originate 
from livestock. These single-celled 
organisms, resistant to chlorination, 
can cause diarrhea in humans. 
Protozoa are very sensitive to ultra- 
violet light and so Epcor recently 
spent close to $10 million on a UV 
light treatment facility. 








was done,” says Schindler. 


INDUSTRY 

Schindler says river samples likely 
contain hydrocarbon derivatives 
from the petrochemical plants on the 
east side, as well as various pesti- 
cides, herbicides and PCBs from 
agriculture. 

“One of the problems there is that 
we tend to know the toxicity levels 
of those which are individually pre- 
sent—the concentrations are gener- 
ally quite low—but nobody ever 
looks at a complete mix,” he adds. 

Agriculture is also responsible for 
heightened levels of nitrogen and 
phosphorous, nutrients cause algae 
to form, depleting the river’s oxygen 
supply and causing problems for 
aquatic life. 


COMBINED SEWER 
OVERFLOWS 

There are over 200 interconnec- 
tions between Edmonton's sanitary 
sewer system (household and indus- 
trial wastewater) and the storm 
drain system. These connections let 
sewage flow into the river during 
periods of heavy rainfall—so it 
doesn’t back up in your basement. 

The city says the treatment facili- 
ties that provide Edmonton’s drink- 
ing water are upstream from the 
CSOs and the risk of infection from 
contact with river water is very low. 
Still, Edmonton’s planners know our 
pre-1950s sewage system has to be 
updated to reflect our current envi- 
ronmental values. They’re taking a 
piecemeal approach to separating 
the sewers; incorporating it into 
other neighbourhood renewal work. 
The cost of redoing the whole thing 
in one go would be close to $2.5 bil- 
lion, a sum the city says is beyond its 
resources. 


MERCURY 

Goldminers used to use mei 
to absorb smaller gold particles, and 
as an insoluble element, a lot of it is 
still lurking around. Schindler says 
mercury levels are mostly a concern 
in fish higher up the ox chain;

PHARMECEUTICAL 
POLLUTION 

“In general our sewage effluent 
contains all the things that go into it 
that don’t break down,” says 
Schindler. “Birth control hormones 
are one thing. Others are pharma- 
ceuticals. A lot of people who find 
an old bottle of pills in the house just 
dump it down and flush it.” 

Though the amounts are extreme- 
ly small—measured in parts per bil- 
lion—antibiotics would likely slip 
through the water treatment process 
intact. 

Little research has been per- 
formed on pharmaceutical pollution 
here, but a study from the University 
of Wisconsin showed that extremely 
minute quantities of antibiotics hin- 
dered the reproductive abilities of 
river fleas, a main source of food for 
fish. 


DROUGHT EFFECT 

Water flows in prairie rivers have 
dropped by as much as 80 per cent 
since the early 20th century. 
Schindler blames the problem on 
increased water use and the fact that 
lake levels are dropping, wetlands 
are drying and ground water is 
declining. As well, glaciers that sup- 
ply the rivers with much of their 
water are melting and retreating 
faster. 

The main problem is that the 
Prairies are warming up. 
Evaporation is increasing and so is 
the instance of snow-packs melting 
in mid-winter. The climate in / 
Western Canada increased two 
degrees in the 20th century and is 
expected to increase ater two to 
seven degrees in the 21st.

A singular glimpse inside 
Epcor’s water treatment fortress 


ATTENTION, WOULD-BE POISONING- 
the-water-supply terrorists: you're 
better off hijacking a Cessna and 
slamming it into the Waterpark if 
you want to make a real splash. 
Sadly for you, it would take about 
two minutes for the robots and army 
of labcoats down at Rossdale to 
detect any intentional contamina- 
tion. The water testing there is metic- 
ulous, bordering on paranoid. But 
why not? It’s our drinking water 
we're talking about here, not just a 
cheap excuse to increase security 
budgets since 9-11, like the ridicu- 
lous seanners at Oilers games, or 
Orwellian video cameras stuck into 
Whyte Ave. like the flags of foreign 
conquerors. 

Applied science is fascinating: it 
whirs and chugs around us con- 
stantly, invisibly. But for a geek like 
me, it’s great fun to poke around like 
Mr. Rogers through a lab where 
some 20-odd technicians and their 
autobots monitor the pollutants 
which ride downstream from Devon 
and Drayton Valley, casually trim- 
ming down such polysyllabic bar- 
graph culprits as fecal coliforms, 
arsenic, various trihalomethanes and 
the odd dead slewshark, bug-eyed 
and smelly. 

Still, things have changed slightly 


here since CNN’s Attack on 
America. Epcor’s quality assurance 
director Les Gammie shrugs as we 
talk about how our water is bathed 
on the way to the Kool-Aid tum- 
blers. “There’s more security, less 
school tours and new security mea- 
sures. A lot of them we can’t tell you 
about. We give out a little less infor- 
mation than we used to.” 

Indeed. I feel like a ghost walking 
through the old water treatment 
plant No. 2, built in 1956, back when 
architecture used to flourish under 
beautiful curves and millions of 
bricks. The chemical smell of chlo- 
rine reminds me of peeing in swim- 
ming pools and the emptiness of 
Stephen King’s The Stand. It is here 
that Gammie informs us that things 
are so well automated and there are 
so many failsafes, that given alien 
contaminants, the flow will auto- 
matically shut down until someone 
with a brain can get to it. After alll, it 
takes at least another 12 hours to get 
piped to sub-reservoirs and your 
digestive system. The E. coli disaster 
in Watertown, Ont., was a cover-up; 
it only happened because someone 
hid information. The robots, you see, 
will never lie.

NO MATTER HOW THEY’RE PRE- 
sented, crépes are by nature a preten- 
tious food. Virtually everywhere else 
in the world, fried griddle cakes of 
any description—Hungarian palacsin- 
tas, Jewish blintzes, Scandinavian plat- 
tars, Russian blini, Greek kreps—have 
lowly, rustic associations. One would 
never set a short stack of flapjacks in 
front of a visiting dignitary. But 
French crépes have somehow 
attained the status of haute cuisine. 

Originating in northern France, 
crépes were initially used as bread 
and weren't filled with anything. 
Over the course of time, sweet and 
savoury versions of the food evolved, 
the former made with wheat flour 
and the latter made with buckwheat 
flour. 

Perhaps if North Americans had 
thought to layer their pancakes with 
smoked salmon and dill creme 
fraiche, Smitty’s would be a reserva- 
tions-required kind of dining room. 
Instead, it’s crépes that get the froofy 
fillings and glossy magazine covers. 
Such is the way of the world. 

Just three weeks old, Radius has 
arrived on Edmonton’s food scene to 
provide crépes and Euro-cool sur- 
roundings to the bistro-goer in us all.

Decked out in teal and grey and out- 
fitted with couches, tall tables and the 
conspicuous trappings of expensive 
coffee, it’s just the kind of place you'd 
expect to hear Sade, which is just 
what was playing when I wandered 
in for ka, 

The menu features 10 savoury and 
a dozen sweet variations on the crépe 
theme and, if you wander farther in, 
you'll discover they offer grilled pani- 
ni and “assorted” salads as well. But I 
was here to eat some crépes, dammit, 
‘and wasn't about to be swayed by my 
other options. As it turns out, I made 
two trips to test both sides of the 
menu. 

The friendly, stylish folks behind 
the counter (uniformly clad in black 
Club Monaco togs) are helpful and 
distinctly unhaughty. On my first 
sojourn, the young woman on duty 
endorses the turkey ($7) or pesto ($6) 
crépes as her two personal favourites. 
l opt for the turkey, which also con- 
tains Swiss cheese and cranberry 
spread. 

The fellow who makes my crépe 
ladles a healthy gob of batter onto one 
of three large round griddles posi- 
tioned by the window. He offers me 
the option of having it soft, crisp on 
the outside and soft on the inside or 
all crisp. As is so often my wont, I take 
the middle way. 

My crepe is cooked, stuffed, folded 
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A RESTAURANT THAT 


looks as good as it tastes 





into a bulging golden triangle and 
placed before me on a big square 
porcelain plate, without gamish or 
side dish to distract me from its glory. 
My own feeling is, since crépes are 
pretentious food, they deserve a 
small, pretentious side offering like 
shredded carrots tossed with orange 
blossom water and cloves or an origa- 
mi crane festooned with mint leaves. 

The dish delivers everythin; 
promised: the crepe itself is lightly 
crisp on the outside, moist within and 
filled with slices of processed turkey, a 
scattering of grated Swiss and a layer 
of cranberry sauce. The innards have 
been gently warmed and blended, an 
apt pairing of sweet, salty and pun- 
gent, and the cranberry sauce admits 
a hint of citrus zest. Nice. Generous as 
the portion is, however, I know I'll be 
looking for a hot dog cart in a couple 
of hours. 

I return the next day around break- 
fast and the person at the counter 
unhesitatingly recommends the 
banana and Nutella crépe ($4), which 
I knew would require the assistance 
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of an Americano ($1.75) to ease its 
passage down my gullet. Nutella, as if 
you didn’t know, is a chocolate hazel- 
nut spread that lucky European kids 
get to eat. 

I was the only one in the place at 
the time, so my food is ready fast. The 
contents of the crepe are slightly melt- 
ed, the slices of banana soft and slick 
with a coating of chocolate. Despite its 
toothsome cargo, the crépe isn’t exces- 
sively sweet and the sponginess of the 
shell enables a thorough mop-up at 
the end. It’s plenty filling and perfect 
with the strong coffee, which miracu- 
lously continues to issue wispy coils 
of steam all the way to the bottom of 
the cup. 

Clearly I have been suckered by 
this upscale flapjack and part of my 
mind plots a return trip to try the lox 
crépe and that most famous of all 
French comestibles, the Crépe Suzette. 
If you want to keep Radius around— 
hardy har har!—you might consider 
doing the same.
